Until within the momory 
of living men the “ Greculus esuriens” 
of the Roman Empire was still cone 
sidered the type of the modern 
Athenian ; to call a man a “ Greek,” 
was to give him a title of infamy, and 
even after the pooms of Byron and the 
pictures of Enstlake bad began to 
rehabilitate the uvfortunate and des- 
pised Greoks, and their own bravery 
had wrought out their indepondenoe, the 
lively romance of About, “The King of 
the Mountains,” was believed to convey 
a true if unkind idea of the govern- 
ment and surroundi of Athens, 
The Greeks were despised and dreaded 
as the Jews of south-eastern Europe, 
‘The trade and wealth of the Levant 
were in their hands, but their wealth 
made them few friends, They were 
accused of postponiug their patriotism 
to the pursuit of money, and it was as 
little expected of a rich Greek merchant 
to retire and settle in Athens as of a 
Rothichild or a Montefiore to spend 
his declining days in Jerusalem. 

But that the Greeks have patriotism 
and @ determination to aggrandise the 
country that they love is now undoubted, 
and it is becoming the care~of the 
diplomatists of Europe to regulate and 
control this patriotism, lest the Greek 
Gre once again should set Europe in a 
















































blaze. The Berlin Conference, urged 
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first by Lord Salisbury and then by: 
‘Mr. Waddington, was ol 
nise the claims of the little kingdom: 
‘When Turkey was in difficulties; Grecce- 
might easily have helped herself to the 
Epirus and Thessaly, which she is 
determined to annex, but the Powers 
asked her to wait, and they would see 
that her tarn should come. Tho exist- 
ing. frontiers, eaid Lord Beaconsfield, 
are a-danger and a disnster for Turkey 
as well as for’Greeco; but Lord Salis- 
burg: was: bought off by: the- Cyprus} 
Convention, and Mr, Waddington was 
content fo allow the Conference to end 
by.morely recommending Turkey tocede 
the:oveted provinces. Turkey, knowing 
thabthe Eastorn Powers of Burope have 
little real desire to see a strong Greek 
nation which: might interfere with their 
designs om -Constantinople, has con- 
sistently opposed’a non possumus to the 
recommendations of the Conference, and 
Greece ins to learn again that “ who 
would be free, themselves must strike the 
blow.” Sho is making heroic efforts to 
orgavise an army that shall have soie 
Lope: of success, and expects in the 
spring to be able to pub some seventy 
thousand mon into the field, Compared 
with the armies that Turkey was able 
to mustet to oppose the Russians, th 
little force appoars almost ridiculous ; 
but tlie last war has weakened Turkey 
enormously. She las no money to 
provide even the slender commissariat 
Tequired by the Turkish soldier ; three- 
fourths of the populations of Bpiras 
and Thessaly, the future battle-ground, 
sympathise with the invader, and 
there.is too much reason to fear that 
the) outbreak of a struggle between 
Greece and Tarkey: will be the 
for a renewed rising iv Bulgaria, 
attempt.of Greece then, is by. no means 
hopeless, but tho danger of allowing 
fresh attacks ou Turkey is so great, 
that. itv coms the duty of the Grent 
Powers uot to allow the two principals 
to come to blows if they can possibly 
avoid it, It has been the object of the 
presont Government of England, as it 
was atone time of those who repre- 
sented us at. the Borlin Conference, to 
obtain from’ Turkey without fighting 
the gratification of the legitimate 
aspirations: of the Grooks. It was to 
bo done by the concert of Europe, and 
the.meaus which were nt last successful 
in the ease of Montenegro were expected 
to be equally successful iu the case of 
Greece. “ The international regatta,” as 

its mockers'called it, in the Adriatic, has 
best answered its ridiculers by succeed- 
ing ; but France, who only joined in it 
on the condition that it should take up 
tho cause of Greece as soon as Dalcigno 
was finished with, has cooled down. 
Austria and Germany were never 
warm; and it is left for Russia, 
Italy and England to carry out, if they 
will, the original programme, But it 
is uo longer a concers when half the 
performérs have retired, and Greece 
seems uow determined to take the 
matter into her own hands. The 
preparations that she bas made are a 
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terrible strain on so small'and- poor a 
conntry, and shercanuot afford? to: wait 
as calmly.and.coolly as the bystanders: 
who have’ no direct interest in the 
conflict. To us who look on from this 
remote corner of. the theatre of the 
world, the delay seems inexplicable, 
It is the duty of statesmen to realise 
and provide for the future, It is 
obvious that the brenking-up of the 
‘Tarkish Empire in Europe is a question 
now of a vory: short time; recent 
exporience has-proved-that the-Tarkish- 
Government must give way to the 
pressure: of all the Powers. It must 
therefore be the sinister object of some 
members of the European concert that 
a question which all allow ought to be 
otiled, and which may-be settled with- 
out fighting, should not be laid at rest 
without reuewed sufferiugs and blood.

‘M. Potanine, who was engaged in the 
exploration of south-western Bfongolia, 
and who spent last winter at Irkutsk, has 
had to return to St. Petersburg in conse- 
quence of the disturbed political relations 
between Russia‘and China, 

MM. Gtigorieff, who formed ono of tho 
party in the unlucky steamer 4, Z. 
Nordenskidld, has returned to St. Petersburg 
from Japan. To the Russian Geographical 
Society he has presented a superb serios 
of sketches of the different races in 
Japan, and of photographic views of tl 
various localities which he visited, He 
also took home with him an interesting 
present for the Society from the Japanese 
Governor of Hakodadi: 

According to one of the Yokohama 
sewapapere, Mamsiawe- av Dallvy, wh NAS 
acted as Charge d’Affaires of France in 
Japan for two years, and who, wo believe, 
is nowin Shanghai, en route for Home, will, 
on: his arrival in France, be offered tho 
appointment of first Secretary of Legation 
in London or Berlin. During Monsieur 
do Balloy’s stay in Japan he was little 
known to the foreign communities, as he 
passed: most of his time in the capital, but 
his diplomatic influence was considerable, 
and, it is said, was always exerted in favour 
of the just and reasonable treaty rights 
and privileges of foreign residents:

‘The L. and O. Express hears that the 
members of the China Consular Sorvice 
aro signing a petition to Earl Granville, 
Her Mojesty’s Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs, praying: (1) that his 
lordship will not reduce the salaries of 
Consulates as soon as they-fall vacant ; and 
(2)-to fill up appointments: within: three 
months of a vacancy occurring. 

In furtherance of the policy of the 
Japanese Government to obtain by degrees 
the entire working of the postal system 
they inaugurated with the assistance of 
foreign employés into their own hands, we 
hear that Mr, W. H. Carr's connection - 
with the Japanese Post Office here ceases 
at the end of this month, Mr, Car 
haa been six years in the service of the 
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Japanese Government, and it is satisfac- 
tory to learn that he leaves it with high 
testimonials and substantial proof that 
his services have been appreciated. Mr. 
Uyeno,. who, has been his assistant for 
four years, takes charge of the Post Office 
from the Ist proximo, and we are informed 
on the best authority that he is well 
quelified ta perform the duties that will 
devolve upon him. 

The election of: Municipal Councillors 
for the French Concession took place on 
Friday last. The Council is composed 
of eight members—four French and four 
foreigners—who are elected for a period 
of two y Last year the Council 
consisted of Messrs. E, G. Vouillemont, 
Hy Lester, N. Bettembourg, R. Buschman, 
L, Gouilloud, E. Millot, A. Myburgh and 
Ea: Wheeley. Of these Messrs. Bott 
bourg, Gouilloud, Miliot and Vouillemont 
were the French members. Mr. Millot’s 
term of election had expired ; he is now in 
Europe; and: he was-not brought forward 
for re-election, The- other three French | 
members. were'elected twelve moiiths ago, 
and as it is the rule to create two vacancies 
for these four: positions every year, Mr. 
‘Vouillemont, who was the President of the 
Council during’the past year, volunteored 
to again place his.name before the electors, 
with the: view, we believe, of testing 
whether. they-approved or disapproved of 
his Municipal policy. Thus two Frouch 
Councillors: had to be elected to fill the 
positions ‘vacated by- Messrs, Millot and 
Vouillomont, and» Messrs. Vouillemont, 
and: P: Brunat were elected, obtaining 
rospectively.167 and 156-votes.

‘A native passenger-boat accident, result- 
ing in the drowning of over twenty persons, 
occurred on the Hwangpo on Thursday. 
‘The boat was coming up from Woosung to 
Shanghai in the afternoon, having on 
board about fifty persons. A strong N.W. 
wind was blowing, and when the boat 
was in the widest part of the river, 
in the neighbourhood of Half-way Point, 
@ strong gust camo and the boat 
capsized, precipitating many of its ocou- 
pants into the water, the others clinging 
to it as best they could. No assistance 
‘was at hand, but the disaster was seen by 
Captain Wigton of the Feiyven, who was 
going down the river, and he hastened to 
the rescue of the unfortunate natives. The 
river, however, was so rough that he 
saw several of them washed off the 
boat, and even when he did arrive 
alongside, they were reluctant to trust 
themselves to the ropes that were thrown 
tothem. Eventually, however, they did so, 
and by this means twenty-nine persons 
wore saved, but according to their state- 
ments twenty-one wero missing. Those 
that were rescued were well cared for on 
board the Feiywen and were conveyed to 
‘Woosung. Captain Wigton had as passengers 
Mr. J. H. Brown, boiler-maker of the 
P, & O. steamer Mirzapore, and one of the 
officers of the H. C. Orsted, and they each 
rendered valuable assistance in rescuing the 
d_attonding to 















By the last mail wo received a cutting of 
the Berlir Tagesblatt of 15th October, 
spoaking in high terms of alarge collection of 
Chinese curiosities presented by a German 
gentleman, a former resident of Shanghai, 
to the Post-Museum at Berlin. The collec- 
tion consists of models ropresenting the 
various modes of land and water traffic, and 
of the postal system of China; specimens 
of Chinese symbolism well adapted for 
“trade chops;” writing materials ; Chineso 
scientific contrivances, consisting of com- 
passes for geomancy and navigation ; sun- 
dials, and one sun and moon dial combined ; 
the two games of real Chinese chess, 
Wei Ki and Siang Ki, known as the 
“surrounding” and “elephant” chess, 
each traced on the alternate sides of a 
lacquered board of the size of a European 
chess-board specially made for the pur- 
pose, with 360 enamel and 32 wooden 
playing discs, and on the top of each of 
the wooden ones is engraved the name 
of the character it represents, Upon 
enquiry, we hear that the collection was 
selected, systematically arranged, and 
labelled by Mr. C. E. Miller, of Shanghai, 
who was formerly a resident at Nan 
It comprises altogether sixty different 
exhibits, and is spoken of as forming a 











most valuable addition to the museum in 
question. 

The C.N. Co.’s steamer Pekin, which 
arrived on Saturday from Poyang Lake, 
reports that on the 3rd inst. the water- 
mark at Hankow was two feet three inches. 

‘The Tyne, 2, troop and storeship, Com- 
mander John E. Stokes, left England on 
the 3lst Dec. for Hongkong. She brings 
reliofs for the Foxhound, Fly, and Vigilant, 
as well as drafts for the Royal Artillery, 
the 27th Regiment, and the Army Hospital 
Corps, 

‘From a paragraph in a San Francisco 
Paper it appears that the German steam 
corvette Freya is about to proceed to that 
city. Captain Paul Kupfer of the German 
navy was said to be a passenger by the 
City of Tokio to Hongkong, to return with 
the man-of-war across the Pacific. 

‘The American ship Otago, Captain Boyd, 
which has arrived at Woosung from Port 
‘Townsend, with a cargo of lumber consigned 
to Messrs. S.C. Farnham & Co., experienced 
very bad weather on her way across the 
Pacific, losing a large portion of the aeck 
cargo, and sustaining some damage to 
herself. 

A private letter from Paris says that the 
8.8. Galatea, “a well-known steamer in 
Shanghai, was lost on or about the 16th of 
November, near Portsmouth.” We have 
made enquiries about the steamer, and 
infer from the replies we have received 
that the vessel in question has been sold, 
since her departure from China, to Messrs. 
J. & V. Florio of Palermo, and that her 
name was changed to that of Egadi. When 
sho was here, we believe she was owned 
by the Deutsche Dampfschiffes Rhederei 
of Hamburg. 

News has beon received that the C 
Const Steam Navigation “Co.'s “steamer 
Pechili is frozen in at Taku. She was the 
last steamer of the season that went north, 
and after discharging her cargo inside the 
Bar at Taku, she attempted to steam out 
of the river, but was prevented by a strong 
N.W. gale and huge blocks of ice, which 
now hold her hard and fast.

‘From Afitchell’s Maritime Register of the 
the 26th November, we take the following 
item :—On the 20th inst. the London and 
Glasgow Iron Shipbuilding and Engineer- 
ing Company launched from their yard:at 
Govan an addition to the “Glen” line of 
steamers plying between Loudon and 
China, India and Japan, managed in 
London by Messrs. Macgregor and Co., 
aud in Glasgow by Mussrs. A. 0, Gow. & 
Co, ‘The new steamer, which was named 
the Glen Fruin by Miss Mary Gow, is 360 
feet long, 43 feet broad, and 26 feet deep, 
with a gross tonnage of 3,000. The 
vessel is fitted up on the double-bottom 
longitudinal girder system for carrying 
water ballast, and the builders have 
the newest appliances 
including Messrs, Muir and Caldwell’s 
steam steoring gear, Napier Brothers’ 
steam windlass, steam pumps, &. Although 
the cargo space is remarkably largo and 
carefully prepared for safety, the accommo- 
dation for a limited number of first 


and second-class passengers has not been 
neglected. ‘ruv “wien ruin has been 


classed 100 A 1 at Lloyd's for a three-deck 
vessel, and her engines, which aro on the 
compound inverted system, are of 600 
nominal horse-power, Since the line 
started in 1869, the same builders 
constructed ten vessels for them, represent- 
ing an aggregate tonnage of 25,000. 

‘The announcement that Vice-Admiral G, 
0. Willes, ©.B., would succeed Vi 
Admiral Coote, 0.B., as Commander-in- 
14 Squadron, is confirmed, 
entered the Navy from 
College in 1892, and was 
appointed midshipman of the Cornwallis in 
the China Expedition of 1842; was senior 
lieutenant of the Retribution at the attack 
of Odessa in Tunv; 1004 ; wd commander 
of the Britannic at the attack on Sebastopol 
in the same year. Ho was captain of 
the Chesapeake at the attack on the P 
Forts in 1859 and 1860, and accompanied 
the army to Peking, and subsequently, 
in 1862, was frequontly engaged with the 
Taiping robels in the neighbourhood of 
Shanghai. He was chief of the Staff at tho 
Admiralty from 1869 to 1872, and Aide- 
de-Camp to Her Majesty from 1870 to 1874. 
‘Was Admiral Superintendent of Devonport 
Dockyard from 1876 vo 1879. He was 
appointed a 0.B, in 1861, It was also said 
that the Swiftsure, as Admiral Willes's 
ip, would relieve the Iron Duke as 
flagship on tho Station. She was being 
rapidly brought forward for commission at 
Devonport, and orders had been given 
that she was to be ready for sea by the end 
of January. It was probable that Admiral 
Willes would himself come out in her, 
although Admiral Coote’s period of service 
will not expire till the autumn of next 
year. Tho Swiftsure is a similar type of 
vessel to the Iron Duke, although some 600 
tons larger, and, being a later built vessel, 
embraces more improvements. 

A telegram in the Alta California, dated 
Washington, 22nd November, says :— 
“ Secretary Thompson, in his forthcoming 
report, will give prominence to Américan 
commercial relations on the Pacific. The 
report will say that Commodore Shufeldt’s 
Corean cruise has been very important in 
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results. He has succeeded in removing 
most, if not all, the irritation caused by 
the trouble when the Shenandoah was thero 
some years ago. Efforta will be continued 
to have the ports of that country open to 
the world. The Coreans already buy many 
American goods, preferring them to the 
European, and obtaining them through 
Japan. With the possession of Alaska, 
and treaties with Japan, the Hawaiian 
Samoa, our relations are such

across the Pacific, it will be our own fault. 
Our Government has reason to believe 
that the letter of Commodore Shufeldt to 
the King of Corea las not yet been seen 
by him.

‘The 
case of the Sandwich Islands, where a 
reciprocity treaty was negotiated under our 
very nose,, though we are one of the, 
guaranteo Powers, ought to toach us what 
ippen in a wider field, Our trade 
Sandwich Islands has suffered 
hugely in consequence. 

To judgo from the English newspapers 
published in China, writes the Pail Mall 
Gazette, the European residents at the 
treaty ports are again pressing for 
the removal of the Woosung Bar, an 
obstruction that lies near the mouth of the 
river on which Shanghai is situated, and 
which runs into the Yangtaze. ‘This Bar is 
some eight or nine miles below the Anglo- 
American Settlement, and the water on it, 
except at cortain times of tide, is not 
sufficient to allow steamers of great draught 
to pass up to Shanghai. The vessele of 
the Peninsular and Oriental Company and 
the Messageries Maritimes are, however, 
seldom prevented from ascending tho river 
to the Settlement ; a0 that the Bar, though 
an inconvenience, is not an insuperable 
obstacle to commerce. That it in any way 
tends to bring about the decline of Shang- 
hai as a contro of trade is very unlikely. 
Tho increase of business on the great 
Yangtszo itself, the opening of additional 
ports on it, and the superior economy of 
shipping goods from the latter direct to 














Enrope instead of transhipping at Shang- 
hai are, much more probably, the causes of 
any diminution in the commercial pros- 
perity of the place that may have been 
noticed of Iate years. When pressed to 
remove the Bar at Woosung, or dredge a 
sufficient channel in it, the Chinese usually 
make but one—and that candour should 
oblige us to confess a very conclusive— 
answer. They say that the Bar prevents 
assage of heavy foreign ironclads, and 
in so far a defence to their dockyard and 
arsenal of Kiangnan. The naval policy of 
China, at least, is a purely defensive one. 
She does not possess a single sea-going 
armoured ship. Considering the treatment 
she frequently receives at the hand of 
foreigners, she is perhaps hardly likely to 
give up readily an important part of that 
policy. * 

‘The Novosti publishes a letter written 
by an officer on board the Nayezdnil, 
whilo that vessel was lying at Nagasaki, 
expressing tho satisfaction of the Russian 
Fleet at the courtesy displayed by 
Admiral Coote. In the recent case of the 
Stranding of the Zrun Duke, the Russian 
Admiral put off a public dinner he had 
arranged to have at Hokodadi, and hurried 
to the assistance of the English vessel. 
‘The Nayezdnik was unable to do any good 
on reaching the spot, but Admiral Coote 
was profuso in his thanks, and delighted 
the sailors on board the corvette 
by making the band of the Iron Duke 
play the Russian national anthem. The

smber) report that the negotiations on 
subject of the Kuldja question are 
likely to be prolonged for a considerable 
time—probably throughout the winter— 
the heavy indemnity demanded by Russia 
being. the principal obstacle in the way of 
final settlement. ‘The St. Petersburg 
Vedomosti publishes intelligence from Tash- 
kend stating that all is quiet on the 
Chinese frontier, with the exception of 
occasional skirmishes with marauders. 
Intelligence has reached St. Petersburg 
from the Kuldja frontier that such intense 
cold has set in throughout the district that 
the local Russian Commander-in-Chief has 
been compelled to order his troops into 
winter quarters, and to withdraw all his 
forces, save a few sotnins of Cossacks, 
from their posts of observation. The main 
body of the reinforcements recently for- 
warded thither is at present shut up in 
such strongholds as Vernoje, Kopala, and 
Sergiopol, and will not be able to take 
the field before March. 

‘The Manchus are, says the Japan Gazette, 
to be organised for war; but so far 
the arms of the Tartar foot and horse- 
men are generally of primitive kinds, 
such as match-locks, spears, tridents, and 
gingalls for artillery. ‘The Tartar levies, 
by prescription, are very numerous ; prob- 
ably a million of able-bodied, hardy and 
warlike men could be raised, but the poor 
men, who under Russian rule would be 





























converted into superb soldiery able to 


face Sikhs, Bhils, and Goorkhas, will, under 
Chinese leadership, be but sheep to be led 
to slaughter. Given some European or 
American soldiers of fortune, ‘and arms, 
ammunition, stores and carriage, the 
Manchus could furnish probably ton corps 
@armée for Chinese defence or aggression. 
‘Tho last might become not a possible, but 
a probable, alternative. 

It is presumed that if war breaks out, 
Amoy, Chusan, and probably Chefoo, will 
be seized and held by Russia for coaling 
stations, The Dhui mines (in Saghalien) 
are capable of affording a considerable 
supply of very good steam coal, quit equal 
to Australian coal, and the energetic 
Mr. Morris has opened a promising mino 
of bituminous coal at or near Wladivo.. 
stock, which promises to be, if its position 
and accessibility be considered, of very 
great value to the Russian operations. 

‘Tho mystery about the Russian demands 
greatly exercises tho Chinese mind, We 
take it for granted that when disclosure of 
the Russian demands is made, the Taung-li 
Yamén will be much astonished. The 
military parade of70,000Europenn regulars, 
the arming and organisation of Kirghiz and 
other irregular hordes, the costs of a very 
large and heavy fleot, aud the appointment 
Commissioner of such an important 
personage as Admiral Lessofsky, will be 
items in a bill that will give to the two 
Empresses a taste of tho Rabolaisian bad 
quatter-hour. 

An obvious reflection upon the question 
that as not only England, but Am 
France, Germany, and, in a very emphatic 
sense, Japan, are seriously concerned in all 
that will occur, have not the respective 
Governments a right to ask Russia what 
her intontions are? Russia can answer— 
if sho pleases. 

A South Australian correspondent of 
India and the Colonies writes :—One of the 
most novel if not the best of the measures 
passed by the House of Assembly, viz. 
the Bill restraining Chinese immigration, 
has been thrown out by the Legislative 
Council. That result seems to have been 
taken very much as a matter of course 
by the Lower House, and, I may safely 
say, it is considered the correct thing by 
the more thoughtful portion of the com- 
munity, We may fairly ask, as a matter 
of justice, that Chineso as well as any 
other people should pay a fair share 
towards the cost of government in the 
Northern Territory or elsewhere, but I do 
not think a South Australian Parliat u 
will be found agreeing to » virtual prohibi- 
tion of Chineso from entering the country. 
The public has been somewhat educated 
and enlightened upon the matter during 
tho last few weeks by a couple of very 
able lectures delivered by Mr. Granville 
Sharp, who spoke from long experience of 
what the Chinese are and what they are 
not. It is probable that a conference of 
representatives from the various colonies 
will be held in Melbourne duting the 
period of the Exhibition to consider the 
subject with a view of taking some united 
action. I believe that is likely to be in 
the shape of regulation, but not prohi 
tion.”

Winter is really on us again. The river 
is closed, and the keen winds make one’s 
sense of cold greater than the actual 
degree of temperature would warrant. Of 
snow we have only had a mere sprinkling 
and the a few weeks ago. 

A small party has gone to Mongolia in 
search of sport and game, but the hard 
cold journey makes it questionable whether 
it pays, after all. The market is now full 
of all sorte of small game. 

To the south-west the autumn crops 
came on fairly well. ‘The general report is 

to eighl-tenths of a harvest, which 
means a good crop, for the land 
impoverished, and the methods of cultiva- 
tion are so imperfect, that it must be an 
unusually favourable season when the 
harvest exceeds the average given above. 

‘The autumn rains were light, but the 
wheat generally has come up ‘well an 
looks vigourous. With winter snows 
spring raius, which cannot be certainly 
anticipated, one would be safe in predict- 
ing a fine crop.

‘The prisoner is 
brought in, and Lucrezia is horrified at 
beholding Gennaro. ‘The Duke, mistaking 
the cause of her emotion, insists on her 
deciding the manner of his death, She 
chooses poison, mixes it in his wine, and 
presents it to him. ‘The Duke, satisfied, 
leaves him to die, when Lucrezia compels 
Gennaro toswallow an antidote, assists him 
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cape, and-begs 

This he is about to do, -but is 
friend Orsini to remain for 
the courtezan, Negroni. 
Daring the evening, goblets of wine. are 
Drought in, which the guests partake of. 
Inerrzia then enters and informs ‘them 
that’ they are all poisoned, giving as a 
reason for the act the insult offered to her 
at Venice. Gennaro appears, to-her great

Tho following proclamation has been 
iaaued by the President :— 

"Whereas satisfactory evidence has boon 
given -to me by the Government of His 
Majesty the Ewperor of China, that no 
discriminating duties of tonnage or imports 
are imposed or levied in the ports of that 
Tiation upon vessels wholly belonging to 
citizens of the Uuited States, or upon the 
produce, manufactnres or’ merchandise 
Imported in the same ; therefore, I, Ruther- 
ford B. Hayes, President of the United 
States of America, by virtuo of the authority 














vested in me by law, do hereby declare and | p 


proclaim the foreign discriminating duties 
of tonnage and import within the United 
States are and shall be suspended and 
discontinued so far as respects the vessels 
of China, and the produce, mannfactures 
and merchandise imported therein into the 
United States from China, or from any 
other foreign country so long as the 
exemption aforesaid on the part of China 
of vessels belonging to citizens of the 
United States, aud their cargoes shall be 
continued, and no longer.
